The  following  information  as  to  the  Affairs  of  the  Necropolis 
at  the  close  of  the  year  on  the  31st  December,  1836,  it  is  hoped, 
will  be  of  some  use  and  interest. 

From  the  last  or  Second  Annual  Report  on  the  Cemetery,  it 
will  be  seen  that,  on  31st  August,  1836,  the  balance  or  debt 
against  the  Cemetery  on  the  General  Expenditure,  of  which  the 
particulars  are  there  given,  was  £5924),  5s.  Id.  Since  that  time

of  course  has  gone  towards  extinction  of  the  above  debt  of 
£5924,  5s.  Id.  on  which  interest,  however,  will  be  brought  forward 
at  the  end  of  the  twelve  months,  next  Michaelmas. 


in  the  same  Report  it  is  stated  that  the  general  disbursements 
were  then  just  drawing  to  a close ; accordingly,  there  are  now  only 
four  labourers  constantly  employed  at  the  Necropolis,  under  the 
Superintendent.  Their  wages  are  three  at  12s.  and  one  at  14s. 
weekly,  and  their  duty  to  open  and  close  the  Tombs  which  have 
been  formed,  and  assist  at  interments  and  keep  the  whole  premises 
in  order.  There  is  also  a gatekeeper  at  12s.  and  a night  watch- 
man at  10s.  6d.  weekly,  in  all  six  servants  for  seven  days  a-week, 
and  as  the  Superintendent’s  salary  is  £90,  with  house  and  garden, 
these  fixed  charges  or  wages  amount,  annually,  to  £279. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  fees  for  interments  in  Private  Grounds, 
and  for  the  rights  of  Single  Sepultures,  were  as  follows,  for  the

As  there  is  not  above  £260  further  reimbursable,  of  the  expendi- 
ture which  took  place  prior  to  31st  August  last,  besides  the  sum 
expended  on  the  Faqade,  it  is  of  course,  with  these  exceptions, 
only  to  the  future  sales  of  ground  that  the  House  have  to  look 
for  the  means  of  liquidating  the  before-mentioned  amount  of  debts. 
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The  following  table  shews  the  sales  which  have  taken  place  during 
the  above  years,  and  the  number  of  purchasers  and  quantities  of 
ground  sold  to  them.

These  data  will  be  found,  when  maturely  considered,  r Uy  to 
bear  out  the  estimates  and  valuation  stated  in  the  Reports  f the 
Committee,  as  to  the  addition  to  be  made  to  the  capital  of  the 
House,  by  the  new  value  of  the  previously  waste  and  unproductive 
ground  from  which  the  Necropolis  has  been  formed,  and  the  in- 
creased value  thereby  given  to  their  adjoining  lands,  but,  it  is  never- 
theless necessary,  always  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  supply  is  limited, 
and  that  it  is  only  the  interest  of  the  sum  received  from  sales  of 
ground  after  liquidating  the  above  £5924  and  the  interest  accru- 
ing thereon,  that  can  be  brought  into  view,  or  which  can  be  safely 
looked  to  as  increasing  the  annual  revenues  of  the  House.  Although 
it  is  satisfactory  to  find  the  fees  and  single  sepultures  already 
capable  of  bearing  so  much  of  the  annual  charges,  yet,  it  will 
not  be  until  much  more  of  the  ground  has  been  sold  off,  or  several 
years  hence,  that  any  material  surplus  will  arise  to  the  House,  on 
this  account,  after  paying  all  the  necessary  charges  and  expenses. 

Contracts  have  been  arranged  with  different  tradesmen,  whereby 
they  are  bound  immediately  on  being  called  on  to  execute  and 
get  ready  for  purchasers  at  various  stated  prices,  according  to 
specification,  every  description  of  work  that  can  now  be  required 
in  the  Necropolis,  beyond  what  falls  to  be  done  by  the  four 
labourers  before  alluded  to,  viz.  with 

1st,  Mr.  M‘Culloch,  quarrier,  for  Excavating. 
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2d,  Messrs.  Balfour  & M'Callum,  for  Iron  Work. 

3d,  Mr.  John  Adam,  for  Brick  Work. 

4th,  Mr.  Rodger,  for  Mason  Work. 

The  extent  to  which  all  or  any  of  these  tradesmen  may  be 
employed,  in  completing  a tomb,  depends  on  the  locality  and  mode 
of  fitting-up  which  the  purchaser  may  choose  to  adopt.  There  is 
no  obligation  for  the  employment  of  the  above  tradesmen  by  the 
purchasers  of  burial  places.  They  may  employ  any  others  they 
think  likely  to  do  their  work  better  or  cheaper;  the  tradesmen’s 
accounts  are  paid  by  themselves,  and  not  now  advanced  by  the 
House ; the  above  contracts  and  prices  were  merely  arranged  for 
the  few  works  the  Committee  should  order,  and,  to  obviate  objections 
arising  from  the  Superintendent’s  employing  labourers  to  do  any 
of  the  work,  and  the  House  becoming  the  contractors  for,  or 
builders  of  tombs,  which  was  some  times  productive  of  disputes, 
and  is  not  attended  with  any  profit  whatever.  It  is  of  course  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  the  tradesmen  employed, 
whoever  they  may  be,  shall  execute  their  work  in  that  proper 
manner  which  is  consistent  with,  and  necessary  for,  the  interest 
and  rights  of  the  House.
